MR. CLEVELAND AND CIVIL SERVICE 
REFORM. 


The friends of Mr. Cleveland who are 
“ working” the public for all that party 
energy is worth to jxipularize his renomina­ 
tion when made, are just now industriously 
engaged in presenting the President as an 
apostle and example of civil service reform. 
Of course it is intended to catch the reform 
sentiment, and use it to fill Mr. Cleveland’s 
sails. The fact is Mr. Cleveland is very far 
from proving the civil service reformer he 
pledged himself to be. So far as he has 
applied the reform, it lias lieen within the 
membership of the 
Democratic party. 
Eighty-five per cent, of all appointments 
made have been partisan, and of the re­ 
maining fifteen p«r cent, the appointees 
mainly have been simply re tai tied in cler­ 
ical positions, as they have been through 
many Administrations. 
The spirit of the 
law Mr. Cleveland has ignored. “ Offen­ 
sive partisanship” is no more rebuked by 
him. On the contrary several of the Presi­ 
dent’s appointees in Pennsylvania were 
last fall the most active manipulators, 
workers and bosses in the interest of party 
that have ever been seen in the Key­ 
stone State, but no removals have followed 
and no rebuke has been administered, 
though 
the President’s attention 
has 
been frequently directed to the fact. 
So, too, in New York, the President’s ap­ 
pointees made no secrecy of their active 
labors in many political Conventions, and 
in the wire-working preparation for them. 
Y et not one New York appointee has been 
visited with any punishment, or even a 
word of warning. 
In the outset of his Presidential career 
Mr. Cleveland did manifest some feeble 
forcible energy in maintaining the civil 
service reform regulations, but for now 
fully two years nothing has been heard 
from him manifesting any solicitude about 
infractions of the law and the regulations. 
Even the Civil Service Reform Association 
of New York, which supported him to a 
man, felt obliged at its last annual meet­ 
ing to confess that Mr. Cleveland had dis­ 
appointed it. The President since then 
has flatly refused to consent to amendment 
of the rules of the Commission, compelling 
the officer who removes a subordinate to 
report the reasons for the removal. 
It 
was a very simple amendment, and did 
not even suggest interference with the 
right of removal. The rule would, how­ 
ever, have disclosed whether political mo­ 
tives underlaid the act of removal, and 
this the Administration could not afford 
after tip; birth of Mr. Cleveland’s ambi­ 
tion to succeed himself. Recently, when 
the Democratic National Cemmittee met 
at Washington, members of the Cabinet 
and other Administration officers were 
represented by proxy. About the same 
time 
it 
developed that the 
Public 
Printer 
and 
an 
Assistant 
Secre­ 
tary 
of 
the 
Treasury 
Department 
had 
sent out 
“ search ” 
letters 
to 
ascertain from Postmasters the names of 
all people receiving mail at the thousands 
of postoflices, with a statement as to their 
political leanings. Of course, the “ infor­ 
mation ” desired is for the use of the Dem­ 
ocratic Literary Bureau, and probably also 
for use in other ways where “ pressure ’ 
may he safely applied. But the circular 
was a direct violation of the law and in 
flagrant 
disregard 
of the 
regulations 
adopted by the Civil Service Commission 
and approved by two Presidents. The law 
declares that no Federal employe is to be 
under obligation to render any political 
service, and that no such employe shall be 
removed for refusing to do so. Of course, 
no Postmaster receiving the circular letter 
would “ take chances” by refusing to fum 
ish the “ information.” 
Nine-tenths of 
them know that it would he hazardous to 
do so, or, at least, that it would render 
them very uncomfortable. 
While the law 
reads that no coercion shall lie used to in­ 
fluence the political action of any Federal 
appointee, yet everyone knows that such 
a letter as the Public Printer sent out 
■would lie construed by every recipient as a 
demand ; an order to be obeyed. To date 
the President has not rebuked the officials 
who sent out the letter, nor will he, for his 
civil service enthusiasm has evaporated. 
It caught the flies in the outset, hilt Mr. 
Cleveland has no longer any use for them. 


boldness, and this brought him into con­ 
flict with 
bitter prejudices, ignorance 
and so much of the savagery remaining in 
man as makes him indifferent to the mis­ 
eries of domestic animals.

most enduring of monuments. It is visi­ 
ble in the laws of every State of the 
Union, and in those of all civilized peo­ 
ple ; in thousands of associations formed 
throughout the world to aid him in his 
benevolent ambition; in the radical im­ 
provement in the sentiment of men upon 
the subject of the proper treatment of an­ 
imals ; in the erection of associations to 
mitigate the severity of the treatment of 
children; in 
the benefactions wealth 
poured into his lap to enable him to carry 
on his great work, and in the commenda­ 
tion accorded him by all jieople of sensi­ 
bility throughout the civilized 
world. 
When the names and doings of men who 
sneer at the work of this great a|>ostle of 
mercy are utterly forgotten in the sweep 
of years, the name of Henry Bergh will 
glow upon the pages of history as one of 
the sincerest and greatest of the philan­ 
thropists of the nineteenth century, and as 
pre-eminently the man of his time who 
loved mankind and labored to lift the race 
of man to higher conceptions of duty and 
humanity. 


A s a m p l e of the tyranny possible to be 
exercised in trade unionism, and that of. 
ten is manifested iu the unions, has had 
attention recently in San Francisco. A 
tailor was expelled frem the “ Tailor’s 
I nion’’ because he refused to obey an or­ 
der to strike. 
He objected to the strike 
order as unjust and in the nature of a 
boycott to punish the innocent. W ith this 
order, on his expulsion, he took issue in 
Court, on the ground that a fine was the 
most the by-laws of the Union permitted 
as punishment. The Union was forced, by 
this defense to reconsider, and the journey­ 
man was reinstated. Charges of conspiracy 
against him were then prepared, carried 
up to the parent body and the workman 
was again expelled. 
He appealed to the 
Courts again, and the Supreme Court 
has now ordered the Union to again rein­ 
state the young journeyman, the action of 
expulsion having been in violation of his 
rights under the Union laws, the charge o 
conspiracy being held also to be a mere 
sham. The decision ought to teach trade 
unions that they have not the absolute 
right to blacken the character of men who 
resist injustice and tyranny even when 
robed in the mantle of trade unionism.

HENRY BERGH. 


Nome few newspapers—heaven l>e praised 
that they are few—in referring to the 
death of Henry Bergh, the philanthropist, 
have indulged in sneers and spoken dis­ 
paragingly of the work of the man. When 
history is written of this age, the name of 
Henry Bergli will occupy an exalted place 
iqx>n its pages, 
l’osterity will do him 
justice, if not the nien of the present day. 
But, in fact, the human race does him jus­ 
tice now. There is not a land where civ­ 
ilization has planted its foot, where the re­ 
sult of his heroism in behalf of those who 
cannot speak for themselves has not been 
felt. 
His work is to-day being prosecuted 
in every country of Europe, in every na­ 
tion of the two Americas, and in the great 
island kingdoms, almost precisely accord­ 
ing to the plans he laid and the methods 
he originated. 
Humanity recognizes the 
beneficent work and influence of Henrv 
Bergh to-Uny in all its fullness and rich­ 
ness. 
In teaching men to act gentlv 
towards dumb animals, he taught them the 
godliness of mercy and 
trained them 
to Vie kindly to their fellow-meu. 
Mr. 


Bergh was no sickly sentimentalist; his 
sympathies were not wholly expended 
upon animals that .-erve man. hut they 
were cnlNted for men themselves, in line 
with the sentiment of the old proverb that 
“ the humane man is kind to Lis beasts.” 
He reasoned that all cruelty to dumb 
animals under man’s control tends to 
harden human sensibilities and to render 
men less merciful toward each other. A 
direct means, therefore, of cultivating 
gentleness, forbearance and kindly de­ 
meanor among mankind was to teach them 
to he merciful to their dumb servitors. 
His life work was thus directed towards 
two gre at ends—the lessening of human 
suffering and the reduction of pain to 
dumb animals to the lowest possible min­ 
imum. Like all great reformers, it was 
necessary that hg should proceed with

He Enters a Positive Denial to Certain 
Newspaper Statements. 
In reference to the statements made re­ 
garding State Engineer H all’s having certi­ 
fied illegally to bills for material, etc., not 
delivered to the State, the following corre­ 
spondence has taken place:

The H'snrjrabtc, the District Attorney of Sacra­ 
mento county, Sacramento, California—D ear S ilt: 
From publication of statem ents in The Daily 
San Francisco Ecaminer of Tuesday, March 20th, 
it would appear th at your attention has been 
called by the Attorney-General and by the 8tate 
Controller to the alleged m alfeasance iu office of 
State Engineer W illiam 11. Hall. 
Perm it me to state that Mr. Hall has arranged 
for a thorough investigation of hisoflicial affairs 
by the Governor, to be had at the State Capitol 
on some day next week. 
1 have been retained as counsel for Mr. Hall. 
I would tie pleased to have you present on the 
day of said investigation, and will give you due 
notice of the day and hour. Yours very respect­ 
fully, 
J oseph L>. R f.pdino. 
District Attorney Bruner received the 
following telegram from Mr. H all yester­ 
day morning : 
Was detained last night. Will be at Golden 
Eagle to-night. 
WILLIAM H. H ai.i.. 
Later in the day, after Mr. H all had read 
the Nan Francisco papers, he sent the fol­ 
lowing telegram : 
Niuce sending dispatch this m orning, have 
seen th at I am w anted belore your Court. I 
w ill appear to-morrow m orning. 
William H. H all. 
The District Attorney, on receipt of the 
first telegram, wired Mr. H all that he had 
expected him on Wednesday night, and 
that he m ust come up last night, sure. 
Mr. H all came up from the Bay last 
evening, and in an interview with a R ec- 
ORD-Union reporter said : 
“ It is said that I certified to accounts, 
knowing them to be false, and with intent 
to defraud the State. This is not true. 
The facts will on authoritative showing 
prove to the contrary. An appropriation 
was made to lithograph maps. It was to 
be expended by the Governor, Superin­ 
tendent of State Printing and State Engi­ 
neer, as a Board or Commission. Contracts 
were entered in .o by this Board with two 
reputable lithographing firms to do this 
work, I think in all seven or eight con­ 
tracts. 
At the expiration of the fiscal year 
the

done, 
but 
if 
*ot 
drawn 
upon 
the 
appro­ 
priation would have lapsed—the work 
would have stopped—been thrown away— 
and the entire publication been laid over 
for another two years, with the necessity 
for another Act of the Legislature to re- 
appropriate the money. Now, this was not 
my fault. The question was very carefully 
considered by Governor Bartlett, and he 
determined that we had the authority to 
do exactly what was done—apply this bal­ 
ance to payment on these obligations of the 
State. 
1 cannot enter into details. My 
statem ent in writing is in Governor W ater­ 
m an's hands; he has refused to make it 
public, hence I m ust not do so. 
“ The result of the course that was taken 
is shown in the sixteen sheets of maps, 
and a large num ber of plates, now in the 
•J hands of the Secretary of State, not one of 
which could have otherwise been pub­ 
lished. The State has not paid out a dollar 
but what was contracted for legitimately, 
and by the proper Board and authorized 
paid by the proper Board, nor a dollar that 
she has not received full value for, and 1 
would like to find the person who will 
deny the fact, or to iny face tell me that it 
was intended to be otherwise.”

NATIVE SONS. 


The State Board of Agriculiure met yes­ 
terday at the Secretary’s office, in this city, 
for the purpose of arranging the premium 
list, speed programme, and preparing in 
general the necessary preliminaries for the 
State Fair of 1888. 
President Shippee presented the follow­ 
ing official report of the expert upon the 
affairs of the Secretary : 


S t o c k t o n , January 13,1888. 
Hon. L. V. Shipper, President State Agricultural 
Society—S i r : The undersigned, having been re­ 
quested by you to fully ana carefully exam ine 
the books and accounts of the Secretary of the 
State Agricultural Society, beg leave to submit 
the following rep o rt: 
Our work began w ith the fiscal year com­ 
mencing February 1 ,1881, and our study and 
exam ination of the books, accounts, and all 
financia! transactions of the Society extending 
from that date up to and including December 
3 1 .1887. 
We had full access to all the books and ac­ 
counts of The Society, and to any and all memo­ 
randa desired or asked for, and we believe made 
a com plete and thorough exam ination. 
The source of receipts of the Society was a 
m atter that received our closest attention, and 
it was found that everything was accounted for 
w ith the exception of the sum of 40 cents— 
?3,037 75 on Septem ber 10,1882, being entered up 
a- £3,037 35. 
All disbursem ents arc represented by correct 
vouchers, produced by the Secretary and thor­ 
oughly exam ined by us. but we found that 
voucher No. 156. o f 3883, showed the following 
am ount paid and recelpted,<£17 26, and charged 
up as £13 56. leaving a balance in la v o ro fth e 
Secretary of £3 70. 
The system of keeping the accounts adopted 
in August, 1SS1, and pursued to the date of the 
term ination of our w *rk, is as nearly com plete 
as may be. especially considering the fact of the 
volume of business necessary to be transacted, 
and the handling of large and sm all sums of 
money, during tüe lim ited space of tim e per­ 
m itted by the State Fair. 
Tlie system used for the receipts aud disburse­ 
m ents of m oneys that pertained to speed con­ 
tests is purticu'arlv creditable to iheollicer 
responsible, no error being found that was detri­ 
mental to the Society, and only one Unit could 
be to its patrons, and th at was corrected im m e­ 
diately after its discovery, and the proper 
voucher shown for it. 
We find the following am ount. £388, of prem i­ 
ums unpaid and uncharged for the interim be­ 
tween 1881 and 1887. 
All other claim s and 
accounts appearing 
against the Society, exclusive ol those shown in 
the profit and loss account and balance sheet 
for 1887, are paid, and vouchers on file. 
We append herew ith a full statem ent of the 
receipts aud disbursem ents, together w it a profit 
aud loss accounts for each year, showing in the 
latter account a loss of £5,285 69 on December 
31.1887. being th e net loss for the years lsbl to 
1887. inclusive. 
We find that the am ounts of the appropria­ 
tions received from the State of California are. 
from 1881 lo date, £77 ,Y)0; that the am ount paid 
for prem iums w as 577,995 36, aud further, that 
the disbursem ents on account of perm anent 
improvements m ade by the society, exclusive

Besot m l, Tlmt ail live stock be prohibited 
from exhibiting or com peting for prem ium s at 
the State Fair of California th at is n#t in the 
State on or before July 1st of each year. This 
does not apply to horses entered in races. 
The pooling privilege for the current 
year was let to Jasper N. Killip, of San 
Francisco, for the sum of 65 per cent, of 
the commissions. 
Superintendent Hancock was directed to 
have a line of shade trees planted in front 
of the cattle stalls at the Park. 


PREM IUM LIST. 
The premium list was next considered, 
and the following are the most material 
changes made : 
In the Live Stock Department the follow­ 
ing rule was adopted: “ In this depart­ 
m ent animals may be entered in their re­ 
spective classes aud as a sire or dam, or 
junior member of a family, and in sweep­ 
stakes any sire or dam competing in a race 
will be allowed to enter for a premium as 
one of. or at the head of a family.” 
Stallions six years old and over, and jacks 
four years old and over, m ust show two 
colts to entitle them to compete for premi­ 
ums. 
Carriage horses m ust not be less than 
sixteen hands high nor weighing under 
1,200 pounds ; must match in style, action 
end symmetry of form, but not necessarily 
in color ; must be shown to carriage. 
Roadsters m ust not be used as track 
horses. 
In the cattle classes the general sweep­ 
stakes were stricken out, and a sweepstake 
substituted in each class. 
In the sheep department lambs were de­ 
signated as those dropped on or after Janu­ 
ary 1st ol each year. Those dropped prior 
were to be designated as yearlings. 
The Pavilion departments, other than 
acted upon, were referred to a committee 
consisting of Green, LaRue and Hancock.

“ As far as practicable, orders for blank9 
should be for one year's supply. 
“ Examine carefully the instructions on 
blanks, especially those in the annual re­ 
port of common schools. 
“ Keep an account with each district of 
the num ber and kinds of blanks supplied.”

A French M easure for F illing Up 
Arm y. 
Paris, March 22d.—The Senate Array 
Commission, presided over by M. Defrey- 
einet, has prepared a new recruiting bill.

In the cheaper parts of the house the 
attendance was principally of the rougher 
class, including many soldiers and dock 
porters, who brushed down the weaker peo­ 
ple iu their rush for the doors, using their 
fists, shoes and knives, and mercilessly 
slashing their way to the front. Girls, 
children and women were literally butch­ 
ered.

Sim ilar Floras. 
At a meeting of the Academy of Sciences 
at San Francisco, this week, Mrs. Dr. Cur­ 
ran read a paper upon "Comparison of the 
Floras of California and Chile.” In her 
opening remarks she said : “ The republic 
ot Chile, connected by an unbroken coast 
line, lies to the southeast of us, and at a 
distance of more than one-fifth of the 
earth’s circumference. 
Its geographical 
situation is similar to our own. It is on 
the western slope of a chain of mountains 
which is practically continuous with our 
Rockies. It extends over the same degrees 
of latitude in the southern hemisphere as 
California in the northern. It possesses 
similar climate, though naturally its sea­ 
sons are the direct opposite of ours. The 
unbroken coast line would tit first glance 
seem to account in some measure for very 
numerous genera and species, either identi­ 
cal or closely related in the two countries. 
This line, however, leads through the 
tropics, where all our species and most of 
the genera disappear. Accepting, as most 
of us do, the Darwinian theory of the 
origin of the species, we can hardly bring 
ourselves to believe that in such widely- 
separated districts parallel lines of evolu­ 
tion have resulted iu the production of 
many identical or closely related species. 
The intervening tropics dispose very effect­ 
ually of any possibility of progressive inva­ 
sion. The theory of a different plane of 
the ecliptic, which has been advanced to 
account for various phenomena, cannot 
satisfactorily serve in this case, for 
even 
if 
established, 
the 
change 
took place at so remote a time that 
great divergence of species would have oc­ 
curred. There remains to us the theory of 
communications It has been the custom 
for some time to attribute the presence of 
certain plants along the coast to introduc­ 
tion in the wool of sheep, to cargoes of 
wheat and the ballast of ships. This brings 
us to the particular inquiry in which we 
are at present concerned, how did these 
plants scatter themselves in former ages ? 
We shall have to interrogate the meteorol­ 
ogist, and ask him for a chart for the cur­ 
rents of air, the course and extent of great 
storms, the possibility of one little frolic 
some wind after another carrying seeds and 
even plants in their course. We must learn 
also the length of time vitality remains in 
different seeds when immersed in sea 
water, and the course of ocean currents. 
We must ask the migratory birds what 
seeds they carry adhering to"their feathers 
or buried in their soft down. When these 
questions are satisfactorily answered we 
shall have made a fair beginning in our 
search.” 
Mrs. Curran then by means of eight 
cards of mounted specimens, described in 
a technical manner the wonderful similar­ 
ity of Californian and Chilean flora, and 
concluded her paper by saying : “ In mak­ 
ing this short notice I have wished to call 
the attention of botanists to the danger of 
naming species here without due consider­ 
ation of such as may be found in other 
parts of the world, but particularly Chile. 
There are many persons who believe, or at 
least act as if they believe, that two plants 
or two insects found a few hundred miles 
apart are necessarily distinct.”

The Shebley trout hatchery, at Shebley’s 
station, on the Narrow Gauge Railroad, lias 
been remodeled and put in first-class con­ 
dition tor the hatching of trout, and bv 
this time all preparation for hatching out a 
large amount ot trout would have been 
completed had it not been for the uncer­ 
tainty connected with the State Pish Com­ 
mission, there being two Boards, and both 
of them with their hands tied, because 
they can not incur expenses with any cer­ 
tainly that their bills will be allowed. A 
large number of young trout have been 
hatched at the Shebley hatchery, since it 
was established, and sent to different por­ 
tions of the State, as all the Fish Commis­ 
sioners for years have recognized it as the 
best locality, on account of the water, cli­ 
mate, favorable location and convenient 
railroad facilities that there is in the State 
for such an establishment. Recently ar­ 
rangements were being entered into by Ihe 
Fish Commissioners with Mr. Shebley to 
hatch out 300,000 trout this season, but ow­ 
ing to the late complications us to who are 
the lawful Commissioners, nothing is 
being done. The Grass Valley Union says: 
“ If the question is settled in time the orig­ 
inal intent may be carried out, and the 
hatchery will receive the spawn and hatch 
out the number of young iish that was con­ 
templated.”
